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Let's Face Real Facts 


- Our government officials at Washington are so busy 
dodging the honest-to-goodness facts that are confront- 
ing us today that they seldom get down to bedrock 
thinking about where our government is heading or 
where what is being done today will inevitably end up 
tomorrow. . 

Right now there is one problem that overshadows 
all others. That is the speed with which the value of 
our exchange medium, which we know as our money or 
legal tender, which is in circulation among the people 
who inhabit or travel in the United State’, is decreasing 
in value. 

When compared with 1939, one dollar today buys 
less than fifty cents would buy twelve years ago. If we 

~go back to 1900, thirty cents of that day bought on an 
average as much as one dollar will buy today. What 
this. means is that, the buying power of a dollar today is 
less than one-third of what a dollar would buy fifty 
yeats ago. 

Who is to blame for all this? There is only one an- 
swer. The blame rests squarely on the shoulders of those 
whose duty it is to fix and determine the value of all 
our money. That duty was imposed on our Congress by 
the Constitution of the United States, when it gaye Con- 
gress the power to “coin all money and determine the 
value thereof.” Right there is where the power and 
duty rests today. It is up to our Congress to stabilize our 
money and keep it there. Why is Congress neglecting 
this tremendous duty? Inflation is its baby. 


, Pointless Comparisons 


When we make comparisons we should make sure 
on what kind of foundations these are based. There is 
so much twaddle turned loose about wages and prices 
on which both silly and senseless deductions are con- 
tinually being made, which only too often have little or 
no relation to the actual economic foundations on which 
wages on the one hand and prices on the other actually 
rest. 

We have had thrust upon us only recently what is 
deSignated as a stabilization board for both wages and 
prices. This board has talked about freezing wages and 
prices but although this board has undertaken to put 
limits on wages it seems disposed to let prices go gallop- 
ing ever upward. 

Here is where a few comparisons should be made 
and: subjected to at least some analysis. For instance, 
prices have been going up. They have gone up on 
nearly everything needed by all of the more than 150,- 
000,000 people who inhabit the United States. Some 
unions have clauses in their contracts with employers 
that provide for revision of wages upward at intervals 
in proportion to the increases in the average cost of liv- 
ing. But there were only about one million workers who 
Were protected by such agreements. Not over two mil- 
lion union people have received any wage increases 
since January 1950. Yet the wages that have been in- 
creased for these three million workers are held up as 
a justification for still further boosting prices on 150 
million. How about the 59 million workers who have 
received no wage increases for over a year? Yes, such 
comparisons are plenty senseless. 


Labor Must Protect Itself 


Unless the men and women of labor proceed now 
to take the steps that will be necessary to protect them- 
selves no one else on this earth will do much of anything 

_to protect the workers from the many dangers confront- 
ing practically all of us. Labor should proceed now to 
lay foundations for making the most aggressive and ex- 
tensive fight in the political field it has ever undertaken. 
Labor must realize that the daily press today speaks 
for big business and against labor. An overwhelming 
majority of today’s Congress lines up on the anti-labor 
side of most questions that come before that body today. 
_ TQ get anywhere labor must organize politically as 
it has never done before. Its most faithless friends today 
are those double-crossing politicians who promised 
everything before they were elected, but have now 
double-crossed labor after they were placed in power. 
Labor fell too easily for promises and paid too little 
heed to performances that mark more truly what a pub- 
lic official really is. 
_ Inother words, labor plodded along in the vain hope 
t t somebody else would do its political fighting. But 
B

_this never came to pass. All the progress that labor has 
_ madé has come about solely as a-result-of what labor has 
 destirred itself to initiate in its own behalf. : 
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RFC-GOP: Hundreds of mem- 
bers of Congress are known to have 
asked the RFC to loan -ublic funds 
to private enterprises.

The current campaign by press 
and radio to blame farmers for 
high living costs was roundly con- 


demned by the 40 farmers from 
every part of California who at- 
tended the annual meeting of the 
California Farm Research and 
Legislative Committee, held at the 
Lewis Ranch, Buttonwillow, on 
March 11. 

Facts. and figures were cited,
